The Chain of Lakes Communities Downtown Eco- 
nomic Enhancement Study has inspired a group of 
volunteers to form a committee to focus on the study’s 
joint way-finding suggestions involving the four 
member communities, East Jordan, Central Lake, 
Elisworth and Bellaire. 

The committee will next meet on Wednesday, April 
14, from 5:30-7 p.m., at the Banks Township Hall in 
Ellsworth, Volunteers from the communities are in- 
vited to lend their ideas and expertise to this project. 

The study, in addition to specific downtown en- 
hancement activities for each community, suggests 
ways for the four towns to jointly market tourism ac- 
tivities in efforts to draw four-season visitors. | 

To get the project started, an initial group met on 
March 15 and decided to focus first on way-finding 
for Chain of Lakes waterway visitors. Signage will 
be used for kayakers, canoeists and others touring 
the lakes, and will identify locations of boat put-ins, 
boat lockers and local amenities such as restaurants, 
stores and parks. 

A subcommittee is looking at sign design that iden- 
tifies the routes between the four communities. Even- 
tually, bicycle routes, hiking/skiing trails, bird watch- 
ing areas and other amenities will be included in the 
way-finding and placed along roads and at points of 
interest. Visitors will be able to pick up maps that 
highlight the routes and correspond to the way-find- 
ing signage. 

Items on the agenda for the April 14th meeting in- 
clude the structure of the committee, implementation 
of the water way-finding project for the upcoming 
summer season, planning for adding way-finding for + 
bicycling, hiking, bird watching and other activities. 

The Chain of Lakes Market Study, a model study 
for the state, was funded by the four communities 
and with a grant from the Michigan Economic De- 

velopment Corporation.

They are wearing dark regal 
looking hats. They are looking down 
on you. They are angry.

Suddenly, your view from ground 
level has been disrupted. It startles 
you. So much so, that what happens 
next is slow motion. 

Very close, and completely filling 
and crossing your line of vision there 
is the sight of a human hand with fin- 
gers slicing through that hard, hard 
ground. Those fingers are like a steel 
plow. Those fingers are slicing and 
penetrating not the surface but inches 
into the ground.

Then, most startling of all, you see 
the rocks falling and bouncing onto the 
ground.

It has all culminated 
with the three of them watching Jesus

the film has this Mary looking upon 
the repulsively bloodied and brutalized 
body being crucified before her eyes. 
She looks at the crown of thoms cov- 
ering the nearly unrecognizable head 
of Jesus. She looks at the dirty, blood- 
ied and nail pierced hands, She sees 
the nail pierced bloodied foot of Jesus. 

And, at this, Mary falls to her knees. 
She cries out in agony. Tears are 
streaming down her face. 

And then, it all comes back to her 
She remembers her nearly being 
stoned to death. 

Upon seeing Jesus’ nail-pierced 
foot, Mary remembers Jesus’ sandaled 
foot planted firmly on the hard ground. 
She remembers how Jesus intervened 


on her behalf. She remembers how | 


Jesus had shielded her from punish- 
ment - the wrath of judgement upon 
her sin. Those angry men were only 
fulfilling the justice of God. They 
stood on the hard ground of God’s jus- 
tice. They held rocks of God’s pun- 
ishment. The death penalty had to be 
enforced! Theirs was a religion strictly 
interpreted through the filter of law not 
mercy. 

But, God had a greater command. 
It was one of mercy. 

God’s mercy came with the line 
drawn in the hard ground - the pun- 
ishing justice of breaking the law 
would not cross that line. Jesus would 
protect - a foretaste of his death bring- 
ing protection from God’s justified 
anger against sin but mercy for the sin- 
ner.

from demons. She received peace and 
healing from Jesus. 

But, the flashback loses none of its 
power. We see what Jesus came to do. 
He came to intervene not just for her, 
a sinful human being, but for all of 
humanity - all sinners. He came to in- 
tervene for you and for me. Jesus was 
not captive to the hardness of religion, 

Isaiah the prophet was not a captive 
to the hardness of “religion.” Isaiah 
proclaimed the mercy of God. Mes- 
siah would bring the mercy of God. 

“But he was pierced for our trans- 
gressions, he was crushed for our in- 
iquities; the punishment that brought 
us peace was upon him, and by his 
wounds we are healed. “ (Isaiah 53:5) 

This is prophetic insight hundreds 
of years before Jesus. Jesus fulfilled 
it! 

We can reach this conclusion: We 
see Jesus mercifully averting God’s 
rightful anger toward sinners, and 
bringing sinners peace and healing. 

This ts what we see in Jesus cruci- 
fied on the cross. 

We see Jesus connecting our sin to 
God who hates sin. A God intensely 
in love with sinners offered the sacri- 
fice for sin. God is just when God’s 
law is broken. And, yet more impor- 
tantly, God is merciful when punish- 
ment is handed out. The punishment 
falls back on God. 

God protects the sinner! And, the 
result? Tke sinner has peace with God. 
The broken relationship with God is 
healed. 

Messiah Jesus takes God’s rightful 
anger against our sin and turns it away 
fromyou and me. There is resurrec- 
tion from being dead in sin to being 
alive in Jesus Christ. May we simply 
believe this incredibly good news for 
ourselves, 

May the joy of Easter abide deeply 
in your heart.

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Getting the 
routine down 


Hi! Two weeks on the road. My bike works okay; 
my legs work okay; my butt is okay. This is not a 
wimpy trip though. If you read the Web site, you 
can get all of the details and some pictures. 

But from a personal point, I’ll add that the scen- 
ery has been outstanding — green desert, flowers 
in bloom, mountains, sand dunes, rolling hill. But 
then there have been the forces on the asphalt days 


when the wind was so strong that it took concentra-‘ 


tion just to stay on the road — careful attention to 
avoid the deadly (flat tire dangers) pieces of truck 
retread blowouts, or riding on roads with no shoul- 
ders. 

I’ve been hanging tn okay with the 20-22 year 
younger ladies (all of whom are great) and we all 
end up at the day’s motel within an hour or so. My 
days riding focus goes like this — start out at 6:15 
a.m. with anyone who has their act together early 
(eating breakfast, packing a peanut butter sandwich 
and snacks for the road) filled their tires and heads 
in the right direction. Being early in the morning 
and heading east the sun is in our eyes, but Linda in 
her-bright jacket doesn’t get too far ahead to follow 
—at least for a few miles. 

On the windy (20 mph) days, it is survivial — 
along with the recordbreaking (over 90) heat — 
along with long mountain climbs. When I can take 
my focus off the asphalt and white line, I catch the 
beautiful scenery on mountains, desert, flowering 
roadsides and mountainsides and dunes and more 
mountains. 

I have not been much of a water drinker, but I am 
now. In fact, the focus of the day goes like this — 
Relax, tt’s a beautiful day, and the gloves and jacket 
that feel good for an hour will soon be packed into 
my back of the saddle carrier along with that sand- 
wich, apple camera and credit card (which amaz- 
ingly I still have). The handkerchief and other stuff 
ts in my front pack. My nose still runs — hot or 


_cold weather -- and then I start paying attention to 


the scenery, wondering how long the next climb will 
be — drink, drink, buck the wind - stop to refil] the 
water bottle — pee — have a snack and start the 
next climb, The coast down when it isn’t windy 
that we pedal down is a brake-free flight -- “one 
with the road and one with the bike.” It is the only 
time I can get ahead of the group in front of me. 

When we reach the motel - anywhere from 2:30- 
5 p.m. — a shower and relaxing is perfect. We are 
assigned with a different room partner each night 
—- which is a great way to get to know each person 
a little better. 


Dinner is cooked by the tour staff from the van © 


that carries our luggage and the meals are better than 
from a good restuarant, They are served buffet in 
the motel ‘parking lot and we sit together on little 
stools or on a higher curb if you can find one handy. 
Sometimes we eat at a restaurant, but the van meals 
are better. 

I am having a great experience and I'll tell you 
more as we move along the road towards Florida.

Local resident Downs 
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Clean stormwater runoff is vital 
to protecting lakes and streams

Charlevoix County Drain Commissioner 


April is national stormwater month. Spring is a great 
time to focus on stormwater runoff. Everywhere around 
us, the melting snow is returning to our lakes and streams. 
The Charlevoix County Drain Commissioner encourages 
county residents young and old to be good stewards of 
our water. Stormwater runoff is precipitation from rain 
or snowmelt that flows over the ground. As it flows, it 
can pick up debris, chemicals, dirt, and other pollutants 
and deposit them into a storm sewer system or water body. 
Anything that enters a storm sewer system is discharged 
untreated into the water bodies we use for swimming, fish- 
ing, and providing drinking water. 

Remember: Only Rain Down the Drain 

To keep the stormwater leaving your home or work- 
place clean, follow these simple guidelines: 

« Use pesticides and fertilizers sparingly. 

* Repair auto leaks. 

* Dispose of household hazardous waste, used auto flu- 
ids (antifreeze, oil, etc.), and batteries at designated col- 
lection or recycling locations. 

* Clean up after your pet. 

* Use a commercial car wash or wash your car on a 
lawn or other unpaved surface. 

* Sweep up yard debris rather than hosing down areas. 

* Compost or recycle yard waste when possible. 

+ Sweep up and properly dispose of construction debris 
like concrete and mortar. 

* Clean paint brushes in a sink, not outdoors. Properly

dispose of excess paints through a household hazardous 
waste collection program. 

Polluted stormwater runoff can have many adverse ef- 
fects on plants, fish, animals, and people. 

* Sediment can cloud the water and make it difficult or 
impossible for aquatic plants to grow. Sediment also can 
destroy aquatic habitats. 

* Excess nutrients can cause algae blooms. When algae 
die, they sink to the bottom and decompose in a process 
that removes oxygen from the water. Fish and other aquatic 
organisms can’t exist in water with low dissolved oxygen 
levels. 

¢ Bacteria and other pathogens can wash into swim- 
ming areas and create health hazards, often making beach 
closures necessary. 

* Debris—plastic bags, six-pack rings, bottles, and ciga- 
rette butts—washed into water bodies can choke, suffo- 
cate, or disable aquatic life like ducks, fish, turtles, and 
birds, 

* Household hazardous wastes like insecticides, pesti- 
cides, paint, solvents, used motor oil, and other auto flu- 
ids can poison aquatic life. Land animals and people can 
become sick or die from eating diseased fish and shell- 
fish or ingesting polluted water, . 

* Polluted stormwater often affects drinking water 
sources. This, in turn, can affect human health and in- 
crease drinking water treatment costs.

Until a few years ago, recycling was a big ordeal around 
our house. The nearest recycling center was 25 minutes 
away in Petoskey; it seemed like an all day trip to me as 
anew mom.

Before we make a trip to the recycling center however, 
we make good use of our “junk.” 

Did you ever stop to think how many treasures are bur- 
ied in the recycling bin? Paper towel tubes make great 
telescopes, musical instruments, and matchbox car tun- 
nels. When paired with old paper bags they make great 
elephant trunks (Yes, I must give some credit to Barney 
for that idea). Newspapers are great to cut up, do picture 
or word searches in, and, of course, protect your floor or 
table top from budding Van Goghs and O’Keefes. 

And boxes? There is no limit for the use of boxes!

But that’s not the only fun the kids have with recy- 
cling. Crushing cardboard boxes by jumping elicits 
squeals of laughter, and is a good way to get some cabin 
fever wiggles out of the way. Do you know how much 
fun it is to jump on a plastic pop bottle or milk jug with 
the top barely on it? Those things can shoot clear across 
the garage— just make sure you’re out of the way! 
Launching spaceships has never been so fun! 

And finally, it's always a treat to take the recycling 
back with Dad on the weekends, and Trenton and Eleri 
both want to be the chosen helper. 

At this point my kids may not completely understand 
the benefits of recycling, and I don’t expect them too. 
But what they do understand is that we have fun with it 
and, to them, anything fun is a good thing. 

As they grow older, recycling will be as much a part of 
their lives as picking up their toys—although they don’t 
quite understand the benefits of that yet either.

In 1870 Mary and her 
husband, Zachariah Morgan, came to Boyne City. 
Zachariah passed away in 1894, but Mary lived on for 57 
years before she died on March 9, 1951, at the age of 
106. In the following article, Mary Morgan wrote about 
her life, It was not dated nor addressed to anyone. If a 
reader wishes to know more about the Morgan family, 
please read Eula Martin’s article about the Morgans in 
the book “Settlers to Sidewalks.” 


Bob Morgridge 


I was born May 7, 1844 in Washington D.C. When [I 
was] 5 years old [I] went with my parents to New Bedford, 
Mass. When I was 9 years oid [1] went to Toronto, Canada. 
At the age of 16 my parents went to St. Marc, Haiti. At the 
age of 20 I was married to Zachariah Morgan on Nov. 
15,1864, Two children were born to us in Haiti, Nicholas 
and James. When James was 6 months old, I, with my little 
family, returned to the States, landing at New York. From 
there to Baltimore. We lived there one year, In Towson on 
March 28, 1870 a daughter came to our home, Lulu. 

Then we came to Pine Lake in October. [We] lived at 
Undine with my sister-in-law ‘til February. In that time 
my husband located our homestead and we moved in Feb- 
ruary, coming up Pine Lake on the ice in a sleigh. My hus- 
band had blazed a road from the lake to our little home. He 
had built a little log cabin 12 by 14 in the woods with a 
punchin [puncheon] floor, clabboard {clapboard} roof, one 
door, and one window. We brought with us one sack of 
com meal ground at Porter’s Mill at Advance. We had 3 
Ibs.. of lard, one peck of salt, and for coffee we sifted the 
meal, browned the bran. We bought potatoes from a neigh- 
bor who had been here two years before we came. He mea- 
sured them in a pail allowing three pails for a bushel, My 
husband worked cheerful till he cleared a little spot for a 
garden. He got it planted, [and] then went away to work. 

Well, it frosted every month that summer so we had noth- 
ing to depend on but his work. That was chopping wood. 
The following winter, Jan. 21, 1872, another little daugh-

(Morgan went on to have five more children, some of 
whom were still at home when Zachariah died in 1894. 
She remained in Boyne City moving to a small white cot- 
tage next door to her original farmhouse, which burned. 
Well-loved in the community, Morgan’s birthday was an 
annual community celebration until her death.)

“If someone is obviously engaging in illegal activi- 
ties, like drinking underage, being belligerent, I'll get 
the police involved,” Farrow said. He emphasizes that 
while the Boyne City Police are aware of it, they are 
not involved in the designated driver program. 

As for the notion that providing such a service might 
encourage reckless drinking, Farrow acknowledges 
the concern, but adds that, ultimately, such a service 
can only help save lives — ““They’re still not going to 
be driving,” he said. And, he said, he feels some level 
of responsibility towards the clientele he'll be serv- 
ing. “If someone is constantly falling down drunk and 
is using the service [regularly],” I’m going to talk to 
them. I'd rather be there to hand them literature to 
deal with alcohol abuse.” 

Capp, who has volunteered to serve as Farrow’s re- 
triever, sees the service as her way to make things 
right after her own arrest. With three daughters of her 
own to be concerned about, “I’ve got to do something 
again to let them know this isn’t okay.” For more in- 
formation or to volunteer, call Farrow at 582-6453.
